Mounting a Cover Collection 


HIRTY years ago little attention 

was paid to collecting covers. 

Those who did collect were al- 

most wholly that group who col- 

lected the earlier U. S. issues on 
covers and the common term for such 
covers was either “Entire Covers” or 
“Original Covers.” 

Today, there are a vast number of 
people who collect covers of some sort 
and many of these people have had 
their first introduction to stamp col- 
lecting through an interest in some 
type of cover. In fact, there are 
probably a lot of people who are col- 
lecting some type of cover who have 
no collection of stamps. 

The introduction of Air Mail gave 
the present interest in covers of differ- 
ent types its start. As the collection 
of air mail covers became a fad, the 
practice of stamping attractive ca- 
chets on them became a regular cus- 
tom and these cachets on air mail 
covers led to the use of cachets on 
covers of other classes. With the vast 
interest in air mail first flight covers, 
collectors began urging the use of a 
cachet for most any kind of an event 
connected with air mail or with the 
aeroplane. 

Not satisfied with cachets for air- 
mail events alone, it became the prac- 
tice to make cachets for events of 
other classes, anything from the un- 
veiling of a statue or the dedicating 
of a building, down to a horse race. 

The one thing that has always been 
a difficult question with collectors of 
covers has been the mounting of them, 
how to show or display them to their 
friends. 

My own interest in covers is con- 
fined to a class of covers that came 
ito use shortly after the introduc- 
ton of envelopes back in the 50’s and 
Which type of cover is now almost 
vholly out of use because of regula- 
tons of the Postoffice Department, 
prohibiting covers of that type. 

I refer to envelopes which have the

entire face of the envelope printed in! 


color. These envelopes were either 
lithographed or printed from wood 
cuts in the earlier days and many of 
them are beautiful specimens of the 
engravers art. The designs vary from 
covers on which the entire face is cov- 
ered with wording, giving the name 
of the person or company and a list- 
ing of the kind of business in which 
they are engaged or a list of their 
products. Others include illustrations 
of products or of the buildings or fac- 
tories in which they are made. 

The design is usually made up of 
wording and pictures and then filled 
in with fine lines or scroll work to 
cover the entire face of the envelope, 
the stamp being pasted over it as well 
as the address being written over the 
printing. 

After accumulating a large number 
of these covers, the question of mount- 
ing them was one that caused consid- 
erable thought for it must be under- 
stood that in order to keep them in 
proper order that there must be some 
way to readily and quickly change 





around than a standard size commer- 
cial envelope when laid on the paper. 
I mounted my covers on this black 
paper by tipping them at the four 
corners with Rubber cement. By us- 
ing this, the covers may be readily 
removed without injury when desired. 

I next selected an album of a suita- 
ble type, I use the Expansion Album 
which our firm makes. This album 
is very practical for covers because 
it is a simple matter to add sufficient 
stubs in it to take care of the bulk 
caused by mounting the covers. The 
album with 100 pages retails at $4.50 
and for another $1.60 an additional 
100 pages can be added making the 
total cost $6.10 or adding another 100 
pages at $1.60 total cost for the al- 
bum with 300 pages is but $7.70. 

I have one of the albums built up to 
300 pages and it works very fine as 
the binders are heavy enough to carry 
the bulk. 

I next take my covers mounted on 
the black paper and mount them two 
to a page with Art Corners.

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History of Nursing As Por- 
trayed On Stamps

HE history of medicine as por- 
trayed on stamps has been writ- 
ten of by several authors but to 
my knowledge, the history of 
nursing, one of the most ancient 
of professions, has never been phila- 
telically described. Since there are 
many stamps depicting episodes which 
relate in striking language the high 
lights of nursing history, it is inter- 
esting to group these as a unique col- 
lection. ; 
There are a few beautiful Grecian 
temples on the stamps of Greece. Did 
you know that as far back as 1134 
B. C. there was, at Epidaurus, in 
Greece, a temple to Asklepios (or 
Esculapius) the god of healing? ; 
The Egyptian stamps of 1928, medi- 
cal congress issue illustrate Im Hotep, 
an ancient Egyptian king who en- 
couraged medical progress in those 
times. Most of the prescriptions used 
in modern medical practice were 
handed down from the ancient Egyp- 
tians. In both Egypt and Babylon it

stamps of 1924—feeding the hungry, 
relieving the thirsty, clothing the 
naked, and healing the sick. Rade- 
gunde, daughter of a king, took poor 
patients into her palace, and as there 
were no physicians in Thuringia at 
that time, perscribed for them as well 
as nursed them. 

In 1932 Hungary issued a series of 
stamps to commemorate the seventh 
centenary of the death of St. Eliza- 
beth. This gentle woman, later sainted, 
founded the Sisters of St. Elizabeth, 
and is recognized as the first settle- 
ment worker. She was a wealthy 
woman who filled her home with the 
sick and poor and nursed them. She 
showed a skill in organization which 
has been an example to nurses for 
centuries. 

Portugal devoted one of her multi- 
tude of commemorative issues to hon- 
or St. Anthony of Padua. St. An- 
thony, founded the Brothers of St. An- 
thony, a religious nursing brotherhood 
which exists in a modified form to- 
day. 

Most of the great nursing move- 
ments had their origin in England but 
thus far Britannia has failed to honor 
the founder of modern nursing, Flor- 
ence Nightingale on her stamps. But 
then, England has never commemor- 
ated any of her historical events, or 
her famous sons and daughters not of 
the blood royal.

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A few of the great scientists, con- 
mporaries of Miss Nightingale, are 
pictured on the stamps of their re- 
spective countries. Most famous of 
these is Louis Pasteur on a number 
of French stamps. Pasteur was a 
chemist who while making experi- 
ments in wine production arrived at 
conclusions that were the beginning 
of the science of bacteriology. He 
worked out a cure for rabies that is 
now the standard, and may be said 
to have invented vaccines. 

Ignaz Semmelweis, also a contem- 
porary of Pasteur, is on the series 
Hungary issued last year to honor 
some of her famous sons. Semmel- 
weis is noted chiefly for his remark- 
able work in reducing the deaths from 
werperal fever in the hospitals of 
Vienna. He accomplished this by his 
close attention to scrupulous cleanli- 
ness in the wards and operating 
rooms, and by making his students 
serub their hands in a solution of 
chlorinated lime. His chief, bitterly 
jealous of his success, opposed his 
methods and drove him from Vienna. 
He went to Pesth and repeated his 
suecesses; but he brooded so much 
over the suffering and death caused 
by the carelessness of physicians at

that period, that he lost his mind. He 
died in 1865, the year that Lister be- 
gan his work in antiseptic surgery. 

On the New Zealand semi-postal 
stamps of 1929 we see a nurse, evi- 
dently of the Victorian order, with 
the inscriptions “Help Stamp Out Tu- 
berculosis” and ‘Help Promote 
Health.” The 1932 issue pictures “Hy- 
geia”’, Goddess of Health. 

During the last few decades South 
America has been rather backward in 
the field of nursing. Symbolic of her 
progress in the modern hygienic care 
of the sick is the splendid Institute of 
Hygiene shown on Peru A35. 

In 1932 Norway pictured her radi- 
um hospital on a stamp issued to raise 
funds for the purchase of radium 
necessary to alleviate the suffering of 
victims of cancer. 

During the War Queen Marie of 
Roumania served with distinction as 
a nurse. She is shown in uniform on 
Roumania A58 and on the field of ac- 
tion comforting a wounded soldier on 
SP3. 

Spain has philatelically recognized 
and helped the work of the Red Cross 
or “la Cruz Roja’. She devoted an 
entire issue including an air mail 
stamp to the honor and financial bene- 
fit of this nursing organization. On 
one of these Queen Victoria Eugenia 
is shown in the uniform of a Red 
Cross nurse. 

Another scene in the philatelic pan- 
orama of nursing during the GREAT 
War is the nurse at the field hospital 
and a view of a hospital ship on 
France No. 411. 

The Red Cross stamp of our own 
United States is almost too famous to 
comment upon. It commemorates the 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of the American Red Cross society. Al- 
though Clara Barton, pioneer Red 
Cross worker, is not pictured thereon 
it had its first day sale at her birth- 
place, Dansville, N. Y. 

Italy’s A90, Wolf suckling Romulus 
and Remus, pictures a different kind 
of nursing and it typifies the nourish- 
ing and sheltering spirit of the pro- 
fession of nursing. 

“Charity” in the garb of a nurse is 
on Portugal No. 1205. She is extend- 
ing “hope” (which by the way looks 
curiously like the lamp immortalized 
ace Nightingale) to an in- 
valid.

Philatelic Agency 


Each time the Agency is mentioned 
in this column as being up to date, 
some person who has had a particular 
misfortune with a delayed order writes 
in and asks “How come?” This week, 
a friend in St. Louis wrote “Friend of 
mine sent for a complete set of sheets 
to the Agency from here in town and 
got the stamps back in 3 days after 
the order hit Washington — some ser- 
vice, I thought they were weeks be- 
hind.” Inquiry at the Agency brought 
confirmation that practically all or- 
ders are going out with the same speed 
as the above. Naturally orders call- 
ing for specific plate numbers and po- 
sition blocks of the regular list of 
Agency stock require special handling 
and do not have the same chance for 
speed as orders for full sheets with no 
particular specifications. 

Agency sales for the fiscal year to 
date (July 1, 1934 to May 12, 1935) 
have reached the record-breaking total 
of $1,716,000. There is still a month 
and a half to go before the close of 
the year. Will the total be 2 million 
dollars ? 


United States Envelopes

velopes reveals that on the current list 
of stamped paper, one can find no less 
than 182 current varieties of stamped 
envelopes. Two of this number are 
airmail envelopes, 48 are window en- 
velopes and the balance are the ordi- 
nary types of various sizes and three 
colors, white, blue and amber. 

Years ago, these envelopes were on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency. in just 
what way they were handled we do 
not know.

envelopes were available at the Phila- 
telic Agency, in complete sets only.

A great many of the 
above named varieties can be pur- 
chased in box lots only, and others are 
of such odd size that the postmasters 
do not stock them. 

The subject was brought to the at- 
tention of the Superintendent of he 
Division of Stamps at the Post Office 
Department by your writer this week, 
in the hope that some way might be 
found to give consideration to the en- 
velope collector.

John Jay, American Statesman 
and Jurist 


Philatelic recognition for John Jay, 
first Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, is the re- 
quest contained in a letter from Repre- 
sentative Charles D. Millard of New 
York to the Postmaster General. Rep- 
resentative Millard’s proposal is to 
have the stamp issued on the day that 
the new Supreme Court Building is 
dedicated here in Washington. John 
Jay had a varied career, serving in two 
Continental Congresses, on two peace 
commissions, twice Governor of New 
York and first Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, appointed by President 
Washington in 1789, continuing in 
office until 1795, when he refused 
reappointment. While Chief Justice, 
in 1794, John Jay was sent to England 
to help draft a treaty to settle dis- 
turbances growing from the American 
Revolutionary War. This treaty was 
known as the Jay-Grenville Treaty. A 
stamp bearing his likeness would be a 
fitting tribute to the Supreme Court 
Building dedication, and certainly is 
an honor deserved by a man whose in- 
fluence did much to shape the early 
stages of our Government.

ing covers has progressed beyond 
the acquisition of a few stray pieces. 
The scope follows a middle road 
course in that it does not cater to 
either extreme in the possible range 
of collecting. In no sense is the work 
a specialists’ catalogue, although in 
its text treatment it fills all the re- 
quirements and qualifications of a 
specialists’ handbook. The listing and 
pricing of the various items, however, 
does not go into the details felt de- 
sirable by the advanced specialist. On 
the other hand the book goes beyond 
the limitations set by a skeltonized 
listing and has been arranged to fit 
the collecting habits of the large ma- 
jority of collectors, as interpreted by 
the Editors. Listings are on a direc- 
tional basis, including treatment of 
errors and color varieties where con- 
fined to a single cachet. 

Much material heretofore unknown 
has been included through original re- 
search and by the co-operation of the 
Post Office Department. Every cachet 
has been illustrated and the pricing 
of all items has been carefully checked 
against known demand and quantity 
available. 

A series of route maps, executed by 
Walter Conrath is included, each map 
appearing at the head of its respec- 
tive route and showing both old and 
new Route designations. A splendid 
introduction by W. R. Alley not only 
explains the scope and usage of the 
catalogue but gives an easily under- 
stood treatise on the genesis and 
growth of the hobby. One of the most 
valuable features, never heretofore in- 
cluded in any similar catalogue, is a 
complete cross index by dates and 
cities so that the page on which any 
cover is listed can be instantly deter- 
mined by any collector, whether or 
not the route is known to him.

Much has been said on the various 
methods and devices for mounting 
stamps but we fail to see how any- 
thing can be stated with definite as- 
surance of its conclusiveness owing 
to the fact that the time element, 
which is so necessary in proving val- 
ue, is lacking in the case of most of 
the material on the market. Mr. 
Philip F. Thompson has brought up 
the question again and all we can do 
is repeat the conclusions that have 
already been reached. 

In the first place, it may be said 
without contradiction that no mount- 
ing is too good for a stamp, as the 
cost of even the best is so small in 
proportion to the value of the stamp 
that it is foolish even to consider in- 
ferior mounting mediums. People 
who spend money for stamps and 
then use iron-clad hinges for mount- 
ing are not stamp collectors. The 
best excuse that can be given them 
is ignorance. At the risk of commit- 
ting philatelic heresy, we point to 
the terrible hinges used by the late 
Mr. Hind as a case in point. For his 
United States, at least, we find even 
the smallest block hinged both bot- 
tom and top with the biggest hinges 
we ever saw, fully half the hinge 
being glued securely to the stamp— 
forever. Without going too deeply 
into the fundamentals of philately 
which almost every collector knows, 
we can point out that a stamp is not 
a bank-vault door and even the 
lightest adhesive qualities will serve 
to keep the stamp securely placed in 
the album. Therefore, only the smal- 
lest portion of a hinge, say one- 
eighth of an inch, should be applied 
to the back of a stamp, the rest being 
placed on the album page. Further- 
more, only the bottom eighth of an 
inch of the portion going on the page 
should be wet. This allows free and 
easy inspection of the back of the

stamp without bending the perfora- | 


tions as is the case when the top of 
the hinge is secured to the page. 
Having mastered the above tech- 
nique, the only problem remaining is 
the selection of the quality of the 
hinge used, the market offers many. 
The principle of operation of all peel- 
able hinges is the same; after wet- 
ting, the gum adheres to the stamp 
instead of the paper of the hinge when 
peeled. Putting only an eighth of 
the hinge on the stamp, as explained 
above, should not make this an ob- 
jectionable feature to anyone and a 
few experiments on a current mint 
three cent stamp with the various 
types of hinges offered should quick- 
ly convince you of the peelable qual- 
ities best suited to your needs. Some 
will be found to be too peelable and 
others not enough, but somewhere is 
the hinge you want. Other hinges, 
instead of using glue, use rubber ce- 
ment as the adhesive agent, with 
carbon-tetrachloride or benzine as the 
solvent should you desire to remove 
the hinge.

other types of mounts usually con- 
sisting of an envelope, more or less 
elaborate, of cellophane or cellulose 
acetate. Cellophane is a trade name 
for the latter but, at the same time, 
is not of as high a quality so, when 
using these, it is well to secure a 
statement that pure cellulose acetate 
is used. Also, no matter what is said, 
be sure that enough margin is allowed 
for shrinkage should a period of years 
prove an untested guarantee to be 
wrong. 

As for pages on which to mount 
stamps, the best policy is to secure 
a statement showing that no sulpher 
is used in their manufacture, if you 
are making up your own album. In 
the case of published albums this 
necessity is generally taken care of 
as it is now generally known that 
sulpher paper has a powerful oxidiz- 
ing effect on the colors of some 
stamps. 

Getting back to the mounting ques- 
tion the thought to remember is that 
very little hinge and very little mois- 
ture are necessary in any case to

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Three Cent “Victory” 





This stamp was issued on Feb. 25, 1919, in cele- 
bration of the winning of the World War on Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, by the Allies. It bears a figure variously 


described as Liberty, Columbia or Victory, with the 


United States flag draped behind it, the French and 
Italian flags to the right and the British and Belgian 
flags on the left. 


The 3c—Victory and Flags—perforated 11 and 
with no watermark, is recorded in violet, deep violet, 
red violet and light red violet, the true red violet shade 
being very scarce. A large quantity of the real red 
violet shade were precanceled at Salem, Ohio, and to 
the collector who does not object to precancels, the 
purchase of one of these copies would be the most 
economical way of obtaining this rare variety. There 
are no known minor varieties. The total issue was 
99,585,505, from plates 9412, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18 
and 19, 9426, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, and 9433. 


The 2c Harding 





President Warren G. Harding died in office on Au- 
gust 2, 1923, and a stamp was issued in his honor 
on Sept. 1. Strictly speaking it is not a commemora- 
tive but a memorial stamp, like the 15c of 1866, which 
was issued a year after the death of President Lincoln. 
The Harding stamp was issued in greater numbers 
than any other of our commemorative or memorial 
issues. 


The original order was for 300,000,000, but the 
sale was so great that a second order of the same size 
was called for, and then a third, all from flat plates, 
perf. 11, no wmk. Then, to keep pace with the de- 
mand, 150,000,000 were printed from rotary plates, 
perf. 10, and finally 770,000 were issued in imper- 
forate sheets of 400 stamps. So we have: 


The 2c—Harding—flat plate, perf. 11, no wmk,, 
was issued on Sept. 1 at Washington and Marion, 
Ohio. The general sending of First Day Covers ap- 
peared with this stamp. It is recorded in black, in- 
tense black and grayish black, with a low priced 
double transfer, is also known imperf. vertically, and 
one sheet of 100 stamps was found unperforated and 
is in a collection. Its value was impaired by the issue 
of the imperforate sheets, but its genuineness is attested 
by the fact that it is from plate 14870, a plate not used 
in making the imperforates, so that the plate number 
block would undoubtedly bring a high figure. 1,407,- 
437,000 were issued, from plates 14852 to 63, 14868 
to 79, 14884 to 99, 14902 to 09, 14940 to 43, 14946 
to 49, 14954 to 56, 14972, 14987 to 94, 14997 to 
15000, 15005 to 12, 15017 to 20, 15025 to 32, 15035 
to 42, 15053 to “ 15077 to 84, 15089 to 92, 15097 
to 100, 15109 to 22, 15129 to 32, 15137 to 39, 15155 
to 58, 15163 to 65, 15167, 15177 to 78, 15191 to 92 
and 15195. 


The 2c—Harding—rotary print, perf. 10, was is- 
sued Sept. 12, 1923, and put on sale that day at the 
Agency. It is recorded in black and gray black, and 
there is a double paper variety. One sheet from plate 
14939 was found where two sheets of paper had been 
pasted together so that four rows, 40 stamps, were 
found to be on double paper. 150,000,000 were issued 
from plates 14866 to 67, 14900 to 01, 14938 to 39 
and 14995 to 96. 


The 2c—Harding—imperforate, was issued on No- 
vember 15th, at Marion, Ohio, and the Agency. It is 
listed in black only, with no known minor varieties. 
770,000 were printed, but many sheets were sent to 
the makers of private coils, so the stamp is known with 
the Schermack perforation and it is estimated that but 
about 400,800 were actually available to collectors. 
Until recently it was supposed that the only plates used 
were 15019, 15025, 15027 and 15028, but in Febru- 
ary, 1935, an eastern collector exhibited a plate block 
from sheet 15050.

happened. Mr. Elmo James of Fort 
Pierce Florida has rescued these cov- 
ers from the Chamber of Commerce 
where they had been sent and will 
send them out on the occasion of the 
dedication of the Airport at Fort 
Pierce on May 25th.
